The Popular Democrats hold! 
38 of 200 seats in the Finnish’ 
Parliament, won -with a popular 
vote of 375,820 in the 1948 gen- 
eral election. Their voting 
strength in 1945 was 398.613. 
Communist party membership is 
believed to be about 30,000. 


SWEDEN— Communist pee 
dates hold eight of 230 seats in 
the Swedish lower house against

twas 244.812 or 63 per cer: 
against 103 per cent in 1944
